BOTTOMLESS CAVE IN INDIANA,

A Peculinr Disrovery Recently Made by
Contrietors Digsing n Gas Well,

A eave of enormous proportions has
been discovered in the eastern part of
Dalawnye connty, Ind., says the Cincin-
nati Exquirer.  The discovery was a
very peeulinrone.  Sammel MePherson,
a gas-well contractor, had a set of men
putting down a well near Selmng, cast
of Muncie. The drill was down abont
one hundred feet when itentered spnee,
much to the amazement of the men at
the topend of the rope. They com-
menecd tolet ont rope, und doswn, down
waent the heavy deill. It soon struel
carth again which seemed to be steep,
aud the drill slid off to one side and
continued on down at an angle. The
men worked for hours attempting to
penetrate the second carth and eon-
tinue down to Trenton rock. The eon-
tractor had several seetions of pipe
placed together and let down, but they
swungin space.  He then tried to por-
tinlly {1 tho hole, which wonld prive
bim o base to work on and prevent the
drill from sliding off. Several cords of
woorl and a dozen wagon loads of
bowlders were sent down and com-
pletely lost.

A horrible stench eseapes from the
hole, muking it almost impossible to
remein near the opening. The SUppo-
oition is that there is an extensive
openihye seme place in that vicinity
end that the cavern is a rendezvous for
wild animals. For years, hogs, cattle,
horses and sheep haye mysterionsly
dizappeared from points in this viein-
ity, and it is thoueht that they have
heen dragred into this cavern and the
horrilile odor comes from their de-
eiyed romains.  Contractor MePhep-
ton’s men have been working three
lays teving to get the drill started in
the hotiom of the cavern and they will
probubly rive up the tadk. Others who
o not eatertain the ides that there is
&n ext ive opening think that the
enve was o retreat for the Indians and
that many relies would be found eoald
an ontrance be made, The cave will
Lo investirated and, in all probability,
a hole lorre enough for'the entrance of
iman will be mode and the interior
will be vidted. Several months ago a
eave similar to this one, cxcept that
the boltom was not slanting, wos dis-
coverel by drillers while patting down
o ras well near Bluffton.  The drillers
are of the opinion that the two are
conneeted, nnd if so the famous Mam-
moth cave of Kentuely will bea minute
affuir, the discoveries being made forty
miles apart. One aged farmer suys
